Undpr ordinary conditions about 
one-third of the total weight of the 
crop is left in the field. We determined 
this fact by weighing 300 lots of 25 
beets each at our experimental farm 
on the Osgood Projuct; oth^r experi¬ 
ments carried on for years in other 
sections verifies our findings. ^ 

From the above we find that a low’ 
tonnage of 10 tons per acre furnishes 
the grower with about 3 1-3 tons of 
tops and crowns to the acre, or food 
value of about 50p.c. of alfalfa; there¬ 
fore being very conservative we find 
that feed from a 10 ton crop of beets 
is worth at least $13.32, if alfalta is 
worth $8.00, providing the tops are 
properly cared for. When we follow 
this up to a 20 ton crop we find the 
after feed is worth at least $26.64 
per acre. 

In order to show the value of this 
feed a majority of which is lost in 
the Idaho District each year, we will 
take the Shelley district as an exam¬ 
ple. They had an average of 114 tons 
of beets to the acre and they harvest 
ed 2500 acres, which would leave 
about 12.000 tons of beet tops and 
crowns, worth at least $ 48,000.00. 

I do not know exactly how much 
of this feed was used or saved, but I 
venture to say that there was lost at 
least one-half of it, or about $24,000.00

much more absorbing than an auot- 
mobile carburetor, according to E. A. 
Lowde®, Canadian Manager of Frigid 
aire Corporation.

Some 
ran wires under the switch cover to 
accomplish the same result. Others 
whose genius leaned to voltage dla- 
ered that by installing a short cir¬ 
cuiting snap switch they could get 
the same results. No one particular 
temperature was sought. What was 
wanted was a choice of all temper¬ 
atures. 

Dealers and salesmen argued that 
an electric rMrigerator should be op¬ 
erated at a constant box tempera¬ 
ture—somewhere below 50 degrees 
where food spoilage begins—but 
ion and fire at the Clevland Clinic 
freezing compartment between meals.

WHY NOT MIX IT UP 


The spring is advancing, true the 
season is getting late, and nearly ev- 
reyone Is worrying about the grain 
which is not plantd. The soil is full of 
moisture and very day of cloudy wet 
weather, as wo have had this week, 
means that grain will be late in ripen 
ing and in danger of being frozen. 
Reels nro not damaged much by light 
frosts, but it does’nt take many deg 
rees of frost to damage wheat, and 
what a pity it is to sec the way grades 
and prices are knocked when frost 
gets the crop. 

Wc have a way out, and that way 
is mixed farming. A flock of sheep, a 
bunch of pigs, dairy cows and chick 
cns. All sure crops, all bring good 
returns, and can all be kept on the by 
I inducts of the farm. 

Sheep when well taken care of and 
properly housed will yield from $ 3.25 
to $ 4.00 worth of wool each per year 
the owner has the increase of the 
lamb crop which in some small flocks 
is 200 p. c. and in some large ones as 
high as 100 p. c. Sheep help keep the 
weeds down and do not require a 
groat deal of attention. 

Dairying is pleasant, profitable, and 
certain, and good cows soon pay back 
their price and good interest besides. 
And then there are the calves which 
bring good prices as veal baby beef or 
finished beef on the market. 

And so we could go on, chickens 
and hogs not only help with the living 
on the farm, but bring a good income 
when properly looked after and can be 
kept very largely on separated milk, 
screenings from grain and chopped 
grain which may not bring much on 
the maket. And by actual test, hogs 
have made No 5 wheat worth more 
than S 1.80 per bussel when marketed 
by feeding. 

A good program of mixed farming 
would relieve a great deal of our 
anxiety over the rain and wet weather 
we are having. We also need mixed 
farming to profit to the fullest extent 
by our beet raising, as we have the 
opportunity of increasing* very mater¬ 
ially the value of the best crop through : 
the use of the by-product. The article 
on this subject on the front page will 
explain better than we can. just what 
this means. 

Let us stabilize ourselves and the 
district, and relieve ourselves of so 
much anxiety by working gradually 
into mixed farming.
